matter of convictions. If the accused 
is to. pay a fine it is distinctly lai3 
down that he should “forfeit and pay." 
Should the word “forfeit” be omitted 
and the sentence as to the fine stands 
as “pay” only, the omission of the 
word “forfeit,” as far as we can 
judge, will serve as a means of in¬ 
validating the conviction should learn¬ 
ed counsel detect the omission. Of 
course the law has to be exact we 
know, though we are not aware that 
it comes under what are known as the 
“exact sciences.” Still for all 1 , what¬ 
ever may be the reason underlying It, 
it uncommonly looks a case of the 
payment of “tithe on mint and cum¬ 
min.” To the layman, It has to be 
admitted, the interpretation of the law 
is bewildering, but as the law is fram¬ 
ed se far as the wording goes by 
lawyers and jurist* it is possible that 
there is a meaning to it. In the way 
it is accustomed to be construed it 
would seem that there are too Aany 
frills and featners round the law, 
which means that to get to the naked 
truth there must be considerable un¬ 
dressing of all that surrounds it. This 
takes time and argument, and of 
course needs much occupation on the 
part of legal minds. In the way it is 
written and in the way-it can be con¬ 
strued, and with the great weight 
which mere words carry, it would ap¬ 
pear that to decipher the law in many 
cases is as difficult as to read hiero¬ 
glyphics. Pity it is not more explicit 
and bereft of trmmings! But then, 
Othello’s occupation would be gone, j 
Success—The first great duty of a 
human being after he has passed 4he 
age when his parents must look after 
him, when he oan help himself, is to 
get off from other people’s backs. If 
you are not earning your living, al¬ 
though perfectly capable of doing so, 
you are on somebody’s back, and you 
will never be the man or woman you 
want to be until you get off.

The Taschereau Liberal Govern¬ 
ment was sustained as expected.

It is doubtful if 
he will take his bluff seriously now, 
since he still has 62 seats to the op¬ 
position’s 22. The Liberal bloc has 
been broken. The Laurier tradition is 
passing. It was a serious situation 
when the political diviion of Canada 
corresponded so nearly to the racial 
division. Quebec is Conservative at 
heart. It has been Liberal only in 
name. An autocratic government due 
to uninterrupted hold of power has 
brought the natural result. The re¬ 
sults may not be without its bearing 
on Dominion politics. Sir Lomer 
Gouin will have the wings of his 
prestige clipped a little. That may 
iitly tbr Progressive cause.

At this conference it was apparent 
that the proposal submitted by us had 
not gained in favor with the Dominion 
government and the conference re¬ 
sulted in the following verbal offer be¬ 
ing made by Premier King to this 
government, viz: 

To turn over to the government of 
the province of Alberta the natural 
resources still unalienated plus the 
continuation of the presen subsidy for 
three years. 

A similar offer, I understand was 
made to the provinces of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

This was entirely new ground and

tiations had been carried on up to that 
time, viz: compensation for lands 
alienated for purely federal purposes, 
the offer of the Premier came as a 
surprise to us and the representatives 
of this province returned to Edmonton 
to consider in council the offer made 
by Premier King on behalf of the 
Dominion. 

We are strongly of the opinion that 
the government should insist that a 
question of such importance and 
magnitude as the resources question 
should be settled on a basis of prin¬ 
ciple and not on a basis of barter. 

The offer was carefully considered 
by my colleagues and on January 2, I 
wrote Premier King setting out our 
understanding of the status of nego¬ 
tiations at that time and informed 
him that in the opinion of this gov¬ 
ernment the offer made was quite in¬ 
adequate on any bass of valuation of 
the resources alienated for strictly 
federal purposes. 

There the matter rests at the pre¬ 
sent time. In conclusion let me say 
that tiie government feels that this is 
in no sense a party question, but a 
provincial question in the broadest 
sense of the word and the government 
will welcome any constructive sug¬ 
gestions from the House that will as¬ 
sist in arriving at a settlement of the 
matter. 

“There is no question that adminis¬ 
tration of the resources can be carried 
on more economically by the province 
than by the Dominion. 

There is no question that in many 
ways it would be an advantage to the 
province to have control of our lands 
both in the interest of agriculture and 
coal mining—the two main industries 
of the province. 

There is some question as to the 
immediate pecuniary value to the 
province of the resources, but we feel 
that the government has a serious 
responsibility to the people of the 
province in dealing wit^hls matter. 

We are prepared to make every ef¬ 
fort toward a settlement, but we must 
fully protect the interests of the peo¬ 
ple of the province in doing so. 

This province has a just right to a 
reasonable compensation and that 
right must not be sacrificed for the 
sake of a speedy settlement. Hie door 
is still open for further negotiations 
and we are prepared to continue nego¬ 
tiations for settlement with Hie Domi¬ 
nion government, but the government 
feels that their hands should not be 
tied in any way in conducting negotia¬ 
tions.”

At a general meeting of the Angli¬ 
can church congregation, held after 
the evening service on February 11, 
it was unanimously decided to change 
the name of the church from All 
Saints’ church to The Church of St. 
Aldhelm. By changing,the name the 
church receives a gift of £100 from an 
English lady, the idea being to perpe¬ 
tuate the name of St. Aldhem. Before 
this gift is received the present debt 
of $660 has to be paid. 

“Aldhelm (C. 640-709) was an 
English saint, bishop and scholar, and 
was educated under an Irish monk 
named Mailduff at Malmesbury, and 
the African scholar Hadrian at Can¬ 
terbury. He succeeded Mailduff as 
abbot at Malmesbury about 676 and 
was made bishop of Sherborne in 706, 
and died May 26th, 709. Aldhelm was 
a skilful architect, and the foundation 
of the Saxon church at St. Lawrence 
at Bradford on Avon has been attri¬ 
buted to him. His writings include 
the famous riddles in Latin hex¬ 
ameters emboded in -a treatise on 
Latin prosody, Latin verses, and a 
Latin treatise addressed to the nuns 
at Barking. At Malmesbury in Wilt¬ 
shire, the chief building today is the 
church of St. Mary and St. .Aldhelm, 
which was part of the church of the 
Benedicture abbey. It is mainly of the 
12th Century, and is noted for Its 
beautiful Norman porch.”—Harms- 
worth’s Universal Encyclopedia.

1921.* It is only possible to make 
parisons for eight months, May to 
December (inclusive) in each year, as 
the regulations requiring the return 
of prescriptions dispensed -by drug¬ 
gists to .the vendor accompanying 
orders for further supplies only came 
into effect May 1st 1921. Comparing 
them month by month, however, there 
was a decrease every month for 1922 
as against 1921; for May 28.2%, June

‘ In the decision of the Alberta legis¬ 
lature to have the duck shooting sea¬ 
son opened on September 16 so that 
it will correspondent with the Saskat- 
wan and Manitoba seasons, sportsmen 
generally will concur. 

Ten years ago the season opened on 
August 23. Obviously this was too 
early as most of the young ducks were 
flappers which fell easy victims to the 
undiscriminating hunter. Then the 
date was set back to the first Monday 
in September, but even this date is 
too early to let the water fowl, hatch¬ 
ed in the current year, attain full wing 
flight, which would give them more 
than a sporting chance to escape the 
shot. September 16 is about right 
and the action of the legislators is 
therefore to be commended. 

Respecting the partridge and chic¬ 
ken season dates, there is not so much 
satisfaction and it might be suggested 
to the government that it have a study 
made of this situation during the pre¬ 
sent year and that it take up the mat¬ 
ter again at the next session of the 
legislature. 

Calgary sportsmen incline to the 
view that the whole month of October 
should be open for chicken shooting. 
This is the month in which most of 
the duck shooting is done and if a 
hunter can shoot duck, chicken and 
partridge on the one expedition, with¬ 
out running counter to the law, he has 
about all the game bird sport which 
Alberta can furnish at a minimum 
expense. But it he has to wait until 
after October 16 for his outing, he is 
liagle to encounter frozen sloughs and 
a paucity of ducks. Under the present 
circumstances, the game laws tend to 
make shooting somewhat of a class 
privilege and this, of course, is not to 
be desired. The nimrod who can only 
make one hunting trip a year, has to 
make a choice very often between 
duck and chicken shooting, whereas 
the men of more leisure or means can 
make two or more trips. 

Alberta hunting should be made, so 
far as possible, available to all classes 
and the legislation should be framed 
to this end. 

As for the extermination of chicken 
and partridge, close years will meet 
this emergency as they have before. 
This does not appy to Hungarian par¬ 
tridge 'which will look after them¬ 
selves without much assistance from 
the law makers.”—Calgary Herald.
